MISSTATEMENTS. 



It would keep us more than occupied 
were we to make it our duty to point 
out to the public every misstatement 
uttered by an obscure but malignant con- 
temporary. In many cases, however, 
the discrepancies ara so glaring that we 
cannot withhold from exposing them. 
On Sunday we demonstrated the false- 
ness of the assertion that Mayor Tur- 
ner failed to appoint Councillor Wil- 
liams to tho chairmanship of one of 
the Municipal Committees, and so 
thoroughly did we do it that the de- 
fame! had not a word to say in his do- 
fence. Instead of admitting that he 
had been misinformed, and stating that 
h» intended to apologize to Mayor 
Turner, he makes a vigorous attack on 
this journal and accuses us of publish- 
ing articles from tho Toronto Globe and 
other papers of a like character which 
were written in favor of the Chinese, 
and deriding the efforts of the Govern- 
ment to restrict Mongolian immigra- 
tion. Now tho writer of that accusa- 
tion knew full well when he was pen- 
ning it that ho was putting on record 
a statement not in accordance with 
facts. We challenge our reckless con- 
temporary to substantiate his assertion. 
We aro willing to admit that we point- 
ed out wherein tho Government Bill 
was unconstitutional, and entreated 
them to adopt in its stead tha Queens- 
land Act, but that wo never wrote ono 
line or endorsed any article in favor of 
the Chinese is simply untrue - The 
Colonist for many years back has been 
the persistent and ardent opponent of 
the Mongolian, as reference to our files 
will prove. On tho other hand, all the 
Standard has done has been to support 
an unconstitutional Bill, introduced to 
hoodwink the workingmen. Wo pre- 
dicted that tho measure would tumble 
to pieces immediately it was taken to 
the law courts, and the records show 
that wo were right, If our contempor- 
ary had been half as consistent an op- 
ponent of the C'hineso as The Colonist 
it would be entitled to some credit. 
Under tho circumstances, however, it 
is entitled neither to tho respect nor 
thanks of any class. If it can prove 
the accusation it has made in its straits 
against The Colonist it is its duty to 
do so. Let it designate tho articles it 
alludes to and state when thoy were 
published. 

THE RUSSIAN CRUISERS. 

The peaceful specimens of naval 
architecture which have been refitted 
at Philadelphia for tho Hussian service, 
are creeping out of American waters 
and following in the wake of one an- 
other very closely. But why do they go 
Europe ward? Ostensibly thoy were in. 
tended for Pacific cruising. Cynics of 
a not very high moral culturo will have 
it, thera is a split in the Russian camp, 
and we have some recollection of an 
adage that ran something thus: "When 
thieves fall out honest men get their 
due." That the Grand Duke Constan- 
tine, the Lord High Admiral of the 
Russian Imperial Navy, and Prince 
Alexis have had a quarrel of more than 
ordinary violence is known for a fact. 
And notwithstanding the interposition 
of the Czar himself, they have both re- 
fused to be amicably disposed towards 
each other. If what we hear ho true, 
tho Prince has declared that he will 
not servo afloat while the Grand Duke 
holds the reins of the Imperial Navy. 
His friends recommend the Prince to 
keep a sharp lookout ahead, because if 
peace should be restored throughout 
the world he will have to be pretty 
"taut handed" to prevent the wind be- 
ing taken out of his sails by his uncle. 

THE DOG NUISANCE. 



Tho late City Council created and 
abolished the position of Pound Shep- 
herd. It was the duty of that officer 
to impound all unlicensed dogs, which, 
if unclaimed, were sold at public auc- 
tion. For a time the Pound Shepherd 
was afforded facilities for performing 
his duties but gradually the iiu — >Uy of 
the by-law wore off and eventually it 
became a dead letter. The dog nui- 
sance to-day exists in various parts of 
the city in a moat aggravated form. 
Fierce brutes frighten Indies and chil- 
dren and night is rendered hideous by 
the yelping of scores of useless mon- 
grels. Let the City Council at its 
next meeting take steps to abate this 
nuisance and they will receive the 
thanks of the ratepayers. 



Spoeio Ho3umption. 

The resumption of specie payments 
in the United States was attended with 
sorae rather funny circumstances. Mr. 
Sherman made ready for an immense 
demand for gold — not that he expected 
it, but in order to guard against any 
attempt by the Wall street men to 
create a panic. In the vaults of the 
New York Sub-Treasury were §1 10,- 
000,000 all ready to be paid out, ■ A 
special clerk was assigned to tho coin- 
room, with bags of gold eagles and other 
coins, with instructions to pay them 
over on demand. Instead of the long 
queue of greenback holders anxious to 
redeem their paper only ono man pre- 
sented himself at the opening hour. 
Ho wanted $210 for a liko sum in 
greenbacks. He was promptly paid, 
and for a full half-hour nobody else 
appeared. Then a few small transac- 
tions took place, mostly confined to $50, 
tho lowest limit allowed, and evidently 
undertaken out of mere curiosity. Dur- 
ing the entire day tho whole force of 
clerks paid out only §130,000. On the 
other hand, they received 8100,000 in 
gold, leaving the United States Trea- 
sury actually better off in tho evening 
tbj&n in the morning by $270,000 worth 
of gold. How different from the pre- 
dictions of the inflationists ! And es- 
pecially how foolish must that promi- 
nent New York banker have felt who, 
during tin financial agitation of last 
year publicly offered §00,000 for tho 
first place in the line of persons pre- 
senting greenbacks on the morning of 
resumption. Fortunately for his purse, 
that gentleman was seriously sick on 
New Year's day. The New York 
Times sums tho situation up appositely 
when it says that it resembles that in 
which the Dutchman found himself 
when he heard of the run on his sav- 
ings bank. Having excitedly demand- 
ed his savings, tho sum was promptly 
handed out to him. Ife gazed at it in 
astonishment for a few moments, and 
then pushing it back, said: — "Veil, if 
you can pay mo I don't want id; but 
of you can't pay me don I do want id." 
That is exactly the case with gold and 
greenbacks, and .sensible men have said 
it these ten years. As long as people 
know they can got gold for their Green- 
backs whenever they like to ask for it, 
they prefer tho paper. Tho American 
banks are already beginning to find 
themselves inconveniently stocked with 
gold. mmmrmjmmm

Monday, Jan. 27. 

Boll and others vs. li. Holbrook — Judg- 
ment in this case was.rendered to-day by 
Mr. Justice Gray. Tho Court decreed 
that the tax snlo of plaintiffs property at 
New Westminster, in 18G8 was\null and 
void, chiefly becauso the aasessment roll 
contained no proper description of, plain- 
tiff's' land by means of which they could 
bo apprised that their land had been as- 
sessed, or that a purchaser could know 
what specific land was offered for sale. 
Furthermore, the Court was of opinion 
that no distress on tho personal property 
of the plaintiffs had boon made to recover 
the tax, which distress was a condition 
precedent to the sale of the land for default 
in payment of the taxes. These were the 
chief points upon which the case was de- 
cided. But it is worthy of remark that 
at the time of the tax sale tho plaintiffs 
were infants resident out of the jurisdic- 
tion of the Court and that their property, 
then assessed at £500, was sold a short 
time afterwards for S-14. Tho property is 
now worth considerably over §1000. The 
decree of the Court is in favor of the 
plaintiff's with costs of suit, subject to re- 
payment to the defendant of tho §44 and 
the taxes on the land paid by tho defend- 
ant since he came into possession. Inas- 
much as Mr. Justico Gray has rendered a 
carefully considered judgment, and as 
othor sales of tax property in New West- 
minster are involved, we should bo glad 
to see the decision of the learned Judge 
published in full.

INDIA. 

Calcutta, Jan. 2G. — A dispatch 
from Jellalabad states that Yakoob 
Khan has seized Fort Fizcn, belonging 
to Babakahakil Ghilzais, taking the 
chief prisoner; in consequence of which 
the Ghilzais have commenced hostilities 
against Yakoob Khan.

Vienna, Jan. 25.— In the Lower 
House during the debate on the Berlin 
treaty to-day Minister Winger defend- 
ed the constitutionality of the conduct 
of tho Ministers and created a sensa- 
tion by saying he longed for the mo- 
ment when they could !»e relieved. 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 25. — Forty 
students are still under arrest at Char- 
kofl". Tho university will remain clos- 
ed until Feb. 13th.

EUROPE. 
Berne, Jan. 27. — The old Catholic 
synod in this Canton, by a vote of 27 
to 1 7 condemned the amnesty to catho- 
lic priests of the Bernese jura ns un- 
democratic and injurious to Christian- 
ity. 

London, Jan. 27. — Russia charges 
that Austrian and German measures to 
prevent the spread of the plague are 
unnecessary and threaten materially to 
cripple Russian commerce. 

The Standard's Phillipopolis dispatch 
says Austrian, English, French and 
Turkish members of the Eastern Rou- 
melian commission have adopted a mo- 
tion calling the attention of their Cabi- 
nets to obstacles raised by Russia to 
the financial administration of the 
province. 

Berlin Posle understands that Bis- 
marck expressed himself in favor of a 
transit duty on foreign goods passing 
through German territory. 

In Berlin Paste's telegrams it is an- 
nounced that it is understood in diplo- 
matic circles that England agrees to 
definitely purchase Cyprus to avoid 
complications arising from tho nominal 
continuance of the sovereignty of the 
Sultan. One million pounds sterling 
is offered which the Sultan will prob- 
ably accept. 

Berlin, Jan. 27. — Rumors are cur- 
rent that some secret information rela- 
tive to tho German army has been 
treasonably sold to a foreign govern- 
ment. 



EASTERN STATES. 

Philadelphia, Jan. 27. — Third con- 
vention of the Jewish order of B'nai 
Brith is in .session here attended by two 
hundred and fifty delegates from all 
parts of the country, including Califor- 
nia and Oregon. Among the vice- 
presidents electod on Saturday is H. 
M. Heincman of San Francisco. Tho 
order comprises the most prominent 
Israelites in the country. Among the 
subjects to be discussed were the ex- 
tent of educational facilities and en- 
couragement of emigration among east- 
ern Jews to America.

It has decided 
that the regulations relative to arrivals 
from Russian ports can, if necessary, 
bo applied to arrivals from ports on 
the Lower Danube. Herr Finkelburg, 
the German delege.'e, iiad started for 
Berlin.

Boise City, Jan. 22.— The legisla- 
tive council this afternoon, by a vote of 
9 to 3, passed a resolution declaring the 
house of representatives illegal. This 
is the body from which the Republican 
members withdrew in a body on tho 
first day of tho session, and which the 
Democrats organized without having a 
legal quorum.

The call is for §20,000,000. 



CANADA. 
St. Johns, Jan. 22. — Win. O'Brien 
and two sons were burned to death in 
their camp at Milbury Brook on Fri- 
day last. 

Quebec, Jan. 23 — A collision oc- 
curred on the Levis and Kennebec 
railway near St. Annselie to-day, be- 
tween a passenger train and an engine 
opening the road. A second class pas- 
senger car was telescoped by a platform 
car. One passenger named J. B La- 
flannne was killed. 

Ottawa, Jan. 21. — Tho Dominion 
board of trade has passed resolutions 
urging the government to proceed with 
the building of tho Pacific railroad and 
with deepening and enlarging the St. 
Lawrence canals as rapidly as tho cir- 
cumstances of tho country will permit. 
Tho government was also asked to car- 
ry out a policy which would direct im- 
migration to settlement on the unoccu 
pied lands of the Dominion.

A Horoic LIgrlitlio'wSO-Eeopor. 

The Acadians have a tradition that 
God enjoined perpetual silence and de- 
solation on Labrador and Anticosii 
when he gave them to Cain for a herit- 
age. However that may lie, it is cer- 
tain that while other wilds of the earth 
yield to man's conquest these vast 
wastes remain ever void and empty. 
The Indians called the Island Nattis- 
cotte — tho country of wailing — and un- 
der tho modern corruption of Anticosti 
it has added to its terrible renown. Its 
wholo history, from the day it was dis- 
covered by Jacques Cartier in 1534 to 
the present, is a record of human suf- 
fering. Here and there, however, there 
is a tale of heroism worthy of a noble 
scene. In August, 18G9, the family of 
Edward Pope, keeper of the Ellisbay 
lighthouse, was stricken down with 
typhoid fever, and to add to his mis- 
fortunes the rovolving apparatus of his 
light broke. The Government steamer 
had gone, and Popo had no means of 
communicating with tho marine de- 
partment at Quebec or elsewhere. The 
light revolved, or flashed, as the tech- 
nical phraso is, every minuto and a 
half ; and if it flashed no more, it 
would, probably be mistaken by passing 
vessels in that region of fog for tho 
stationary light at the west point of 
tho island, and thus lead to dire loss of 
life. Popo found that with a little ex- 
ertion he could turn it and make it 
flash, and at once determined to fill the 
place of the automatic gear. Accord- 
ingly, this humble hero sat in the tur- 
ret with his watch by his side, turning 
the light regularly at the allotted time 
every night, from 7 p.m. until 7 a. m., 
from the middle of August until the 
first of December, and from the first of 
April 'until the end of June, when the 
Government steamer came to his relief 
with a new apparatus. All through 
the first season Pope's daughter and 
grand-children were ill unto death, 
with nobody save him to nurse them. 
Ho waited on them tenderly during 
the day, but as night fell on tho_ iron- 
bound coast he hastened to his vigil in 
tho turret, doing his duty to the Can- 
adian Government and to humanity 
with unflinching devotion.

This man 
may havo saved a thousand lives. Ho 
died in 1872, and his deed has never 
until this day been chronicled, for of 
the heroes of Anticosti, an of the long 
roll of her victims, the world knows 
nothing.— N. Y. World.

We are not only, it seems, to have 
steel-clad men-of-war, but steel projec- 
tiles as well, for the gunnery experi- 
ments at Shoeburyness prove beyond a 
doubt the efficacy of these missiles. 
There is ono Whitworth projectile, we 
are told, which has twice penetrated an 
iron target of twelve inches witiiout 
being any the worse for the process. It 
is made of what is termed compressed 
steel, and the only proof it bears of 
having passed through tho solid iron 
platois the fact that it is shorn of the 
projecting studs of brass. For its se- 
cond journey it was only necessary for 
the projectile to bo rcstudded, and it 
then fitted the gun as accurately as be- 
fore Very little is known as yet of 
tho action of steel shot against steel 
armor; hut so far as experiment has 
gone, it appears pretty evident by the 
aid of such projectiles, guns will once 
more gain tho ascendancy over armor. 
A steel plato will repel an ordinary 
chilled shot, which passes easily through 
an iron plate. Thus at Spezza, when 
tho 100-ton gun of Sir William Arm- 
strong was provod, it was found that 
while a 22-inch iron plate was readily 
pierced, a steel slab of the same thick- 
ness effectually repulsed the shot. The 
steel got fractured in tho trial, but it 
did not allow the shot to pass. For 
the moment, therefore, armor triumph- 
ed over gun, for so long as a battle- 
ship can keep out an enemy's shot, 
it is a matter of little importance 
whether her scales suffer.. For this 
reason the Italians, the French, and 
ourselves are all contemplating the use 
of steel-clads. But now comes the 
question whether steel shot cannot 
injure steel armor, as fatally as 
chilled projectiles damage our 
iron-clads. This is exceedingly 
probable, and if so, -we shall be no bet- 
ter off than we were before. The only 
difference will be that tho cost of pro- 
duction both of armor plates and pro- 
jectiles will be magnified. We shall 
be able to afford but one steel-clad bat- 
tle-ship for every three or lour iron- 
clads. Just as we have ceased to count 
our sail of the line by the hundred, 
and now number iron clads by tens, so 
in the future, when it comes to the 
adoption of steel in the navy, our bat- 
tle ships will be represented in units. — 
London News.

The question of veracity which has 
recently been raised between the Duke 
of Edinburgh and a correspondent of 
the Mew- York World, is likely to have 
a rather comical ending. When the 
Duke landed at Halifax, the correa- 
pondent, with enterprise characteristic 
of an American interviewer, boarded 
the vessel and enquired for His Royal 
Highness. In tho course of tho inter- 
view that followed, as the correspondent 
describes it, tho Duke made some se- 
vere reflections upon the foreign policy 
of Lord Beaconsfield, and upon the 
sickness which he said the British 
troops had experienced in Cyprus. The 
British Admiralty, in a semi-official 
note to tho press, disclaimed, upon tho 
authority of the Duke of Edinburgh, 
any such conversation or the fact of 
any such interview having taken place. 
Tho correspondent promptly insisted 
that the interview did take place, and 
that the statements ascribed to the 
Duke were made by him; and the is- 
sue betwoen the Duko and the corres- 
pondent thus became painfully direct. 
It will be seen that the correspondent 
was the victim of a cruel joke. A per- 
son named Robert J. Jones, who hap- 
pens to look like the Duke of Edin- 
burgh, was introduced by the officer of 
the vessel to the correspondent as the 
Duke. Jones played the Duke so well 
that the correspondent was completely 
deceived, and telegraphed to his paper 
what was thought by him a genuine 
interview. The diplomatic relations 
between Great Britain and America, 
fortunately, are now placed out of dan- 
ger, and Mr. Evarts may rest in peace.
